Ottawa, Jan. 4.— Tho Ottawa post- 
olllco and customs house were totally 
destroyed hy lire tonight; loss, $100,000. 
'Idie conllagratioa was caused hy the 
explosion of an electric pump. Tho 
lirenien fought under great diillciUties, 
the night being bitterly cold. 

The last of the 'Stanley cup champion- 
ship hockey matches look placo tonight, 
the Ottawas heating Winnipeg two to 
nothing. The match was one of the 
greatest ever played in the city. Neither 
side scored during the iirst hour. Ottawa 
won in ait extra half. 

A reply has heeu received from the 
Admiralty in connection with the reso- 
lution forwarded from the Victoria 
Board of Trade, saying that, as the fleet 
at Esqllimalt comprises three cruisers, it 
is deemed more lilting to have a com- 
modore in charge. There was, however, 
no intention of reducing the fleet. 

The report gained widespread cur- 
rency tonight that parliament hud been 
dissolved and polling had heeu fixed for 
January 0th. The report was generally 
believed on the streets, but it could not 
he traced to tiny authority, and one of 
the ministers declared that at today's 
council meeting the matter was not even 
mentioned; only routine business was 
transacted.

In the future ad- 
mirals and vice admirals will he retired 
tiller live years non-eir, ploy nient and 
unemployed rear admirals go at three 
and ti half years if they have held a 
command, hut in the case of a captain 
promoted to a flag rank without bidding 
a command for three and a half years 
he will get an extension to live years. 
Unemployed, commanders aud lieuten- 
ants will close their naval career after 
three years. Thin order will weed out 
shelved otlicers who only encumber the 
lists without any prospect of being em- 
ployed agaiu— a clear case of the sur- 
vival of the iittest. Otlicers from the 
rank of commander up may retire at 
their own option tit any age. Flag otli- 
cers will retail! the same retired pay, 
hut captains tire eligible for the maxi- 
mum of XtiiKi per annum, the minimum 
heing £425. Civil service will count 
when employed under the admiralty, 
shore berths will he held only for live 
years, except in the case of admiralty 
otlicers. Another important announce- 
ment is that twelve rear admirals tire to 
lie added in that rank ami tho number 
of captains ami commanders arc to he 
increased to 253 and .'17;! respectively. 



Paris, Jan. 4.— The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Paris edition of tho 
New York Herald says that the reply 
of tho Russian government to the Jap-- 
anese government is now in the haiidi 
of Admiral Alexieff, the Russian vice- 
roy in the Far East, who will deliver 
it when he considers that a fitting mo- 
ment has arrived.

PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

Our attention has been <-:i Iloil to an 
article under the above caption that ap- 
peared in a Vancouver evening news- 
paper last Wednesday. We do not sup- 
poso that the writer of it desired to mis- 
represent the facts with which ho at- 
tempted to deal, and the gross inac- 
curacies running through the article wo 
attribute, therefore, to his entire ignor- 
ance, of the subject that he purported 
to discuss. He refers to the circum- 
stance that many of the matters which 
lie mentions are no secret -except to 
the laru-e body of citizens who pay the, 
taxes." If he had added himself to the 
list of those without knowledge of the 
subject, he would have come a good deal 
nearer to the truth than he does in 
the course of his article of nearly two 
columns in length. Inaccurate as the 
article is, to allow it to go without cor- 
rection would almost certainly be preju- 
dicial to the public interests, since it 
conveys a most erroneous idea of tho 
financial position of the Province and 
of the means that have been taken to 
bring about a sounder condition of 
things than prevailed wheu the present 
Government acceded to office. 

The article asserts that the Govern- 
ment found itself so deeply in debt to 
tho Bank of Commerce, as to be com- 
pletely in the control of that institution. 
It states that "the real Finance Min- 
ister of British Columbia is not Hon. 
It. G. Tatlow, but .Mr. Byron B. Walk- 
er (general manager of the bank), who 
resides in Toronto." While it does not 
claim that the management of that biuik 
would make an improper use of the 
power which it asserts the course of 
events has placed within its reach, it 
depicts the use that unscrupulous per- 
sons might make of such a situation, 
even to the extent of influencing legis- 
lation inimical to the public interests. 
It is not difficult , to see the mischief 
that the circulation of such ridiculous 
am! false suggestions as those may 
cause the Province. 

As a matter of tact the Province 
has never been under any such obliga- 
tion to the Bank of Commerce, or to 
any other bank, as the article assert*. 
V.s the Finance Minister stated in the 
Legislature R few week* ago, the Gov- 
ernment did not owe the bank anything 
in the way of ..U overdraft on tho cur- 
rent account. The Government had cer- 
tain obligation* to discbarge at a later 
date which it made provision to meet 
by asking the .Legislature to authorize 
a loan of $1,000,000. When that authori- 
sation was given by the passage of the 
Hoan Bill, the Government was in a 
position to negotiate with any bunk or 
individual willing to make an offer for 
the debentures to be issued under the 
provisions of tiiat Bill. The proceeds of 
those debentures were required to met 
interest payments maturing shortly and 
Other obligations incurred by n previ- 
ous Government— not to liquidate a debt 
to the bank because there was none 
to liquidate. As regards the Bank of 
Commerce controlling, or seeking to con- 
trol, the Government account or dic- 
tating its policy, the suggestion is not 
only absolutely false but also a great 
j-'ustice, as tie; Finance Minister would 
doubtless agree, to t!>9 m«""5 (! H»ept ot 
that institution. Tliere has been noth- 
ing to prevent the Government dealing 
with any other bank if it fouud that 
it could do so more advantageously to 
the public interests than with the Bank 
of Commerce. Furthermore, when the 
Uovernnient disposes of tin- If. 1 ,000,000 
worth of debentures authorized by the 
Loan Bill, it will have sufficient funds 
in iis possession to meet all its obliga- 
tions for tin- remainder of the present 
Jisoul year, without incurring any now 
obligations to iis bankers. 

It will be eeen from these statements, 
which can he relied on as authoritative, 
tiiat there is absolutely no foundation 
for the assertions to which we have re- 
ferred. While, as We have said, we do 
not impute them to any improper mo- 
tive, it is a matter of regret that such 
inaccurate statements should be made. 
Ever since tin? present Government came 
into power, a certain class of writers 
and speakers ha.s beeu guilty of (reread- 
ing reports similar to the article under 
consideration. By persons well informed 
no credence will be given to such arti- 
cles or assertions. But to others, and 
especially to people in Eastern Canada 
or Great Britain, not so well informed, 
such reports may convey the impression 
that the Provincial finances are still in 
a very bad condition. As a matter of 
fact, thanks to the legislation passed 
last mouth, the soundness of the finances 
has been restored, and with a continu- 
ance of prudent administration, British 
Columbia's financial status will soon 
compare favorably with that of any 
other Province in the Dominion. 



THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

Al the present time the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway scheme is occupying j 
more than an ordinary share of ibe ( 
attention of newspapers, politicians and 
the public generally in Eastern Canada. 
Although the enterprise was practically 
initiated by the Dominion Government 
anil was, indeed, the chief item of the 
legislative bill of fare at the last ses- 
sion of the Dominion Parliament, it 
uppeare to have not a few opponents 

in the Liberal ranks. A 1 time tiro 

introduction of the project into the Gov- 



ernment's programmo seemed likely to 
cause most serious troublo in the- Lib- 
eral camp, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that it required all Sir Wilfrid 
lLau'rier's influence and authority to keep 
the rank and file oC his supporters In 
line. As it was, olio of his colleagues 
proved recalcitrant, and although it will 
probably- never bo known "whether tho 
ostensible cause of Mr. Blair's retire- 
ment from the Cabinet was the real 
reason, the fact remains that the official 
retirement of the Minister of Railways 
and Canals did occur. In passing it 
may not be uninteresting to note that 
the position has not bee.u filled, although 
according- to the Liberal dictum in Brit- 
ish Columbia, a failure to fill up a va- 
cancy in a cabinet is sufficient reason 
for the Crown, or its representative, de- 
manding the resignation of a prime min- 
ister so neglectful of his duty. But, so 
far, there has been no suggestion that 
Lord Minto has even reminded Sir Wil- 
frid of his failure to act. Perhaps, as 
we said the other day, circumstances 
niter cases, and what is sauce for the 
Conservative goose would not be a do- 
sirable dressing for the Liberal gander! 
We live in times when one party must 
not look through u gato while the other 
may steal the sleed. 

Ali hough the Government carried the 
Grand Trunk Pacific scheme safely 
through Parliament, the enterprise seems 
to be still the object of attacks, both 
open and covert. Undoubtedly there is 
a good deal to be said against the ex- 
tension of the proposed road to Moncton, 
and il is almost impossible to avoid the 
belief that political reasons and not con- 
siderations of a business character were 
the grounds for the selection of that 
route. It is almost equally certain that 
a good deal of the opposition that mani- 
fests itself to the enterprise from time 
to time ill the public press, is instigated 
by the promoters of a rival scheme who 
see in the carrying out of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific project the creation of a 
powerful rival to their own scheme, and 
the certainty that in such case further 
aid to them, either from the Dominion 
or the Provinces, would be impossible. 
It is, however, satisfactory to see that 
Mr. Hays, the general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, asserts positive- 
ly that the enterprise will be carried 
out, and th.at the construction will licgiu 
in earnest this year. A great deal is 
being made in certain quarters of the 
fact that the company has not exactly 
fulfilled its part of the agreement, be- 
cause it has made the required deposit 
of $5,000,000 in Guaranteed Preference 
Snick of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company, instead of in Imperial or Do- 
mini, in Government securities* To our 
mind, if a deposit be required at all, the 
form in which the company bns made 
it, should be deemed perfectly satisfac- 
tory, and if there be need of Parlia- 
mentary approval of the modification, 
it should be given. Not only is tho 

stock a g 1 security, but the fact that 

it is forthcoming shows that the Grand 
Trunk Company is behind the new en- 
terprise beyond any doubt. That the 
money- will be secured to build the line 
to the Coast, we have it on the author- 
ity of such a competent person as Mr. 
Clouston, the general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal. Here, in British 
Columbia, it is, in our opinion, the duty 
as it is the interest of everyone to avoid 
doing or saying anything that may put 
an obstacle in the way of this great 
enterprise. It is a most extraordinary 
thing to us that men who two years ago 
were willing to burden the people of this 
Province with obligations of millions in 
money and millions of acres in land, in 
order to make a gift, of the same to 
promoters to build a line to the Coast, 
should now be attempting to oppose a 
scheme that will give us the desired 
lino under tin' auspices of one of the 
great transportation companies in Can- 
ada, without costing British Columbia 
one dollar in money or one acre of 
land.

'1 la vie of this city. Witness know A. 
Dunsmuir for about ten or twelve years 
previous to his death. First trea'ted 
lain professionally about ten years ago 
for i till lie nzu and lust saw him in 1808. 
Mel Alexander Diuisnmir frequently at 
the Cniorn club. Attended Alexamder 
Dunsmuir again in 1S0S, from August 
Hist to August ;!lst inclusive every day, 
and on September 1st. 3rd and 5th. 
Alexander Duusmnis was then at I'raig- 
darroeh. Found liiui in hod suffering 
from alcoholism, stomach derangement, 
Vomiting, loss of appetite, liver trou- 
ble, had a groat deal of nleoholie trem- 
or ami was bordering on delirium trem- 
ens. Treated him by immediately stop- 
ping supply of alcohol ami gave reme- 
dies to get rid of supply of alcohol in 
pntien't. It was nut always saife to 
stop supply, but deiK'uds on strength. 
Alexander Dunsmuir had very (Strong 
constitution and could stand sudden 
stoppage. The result of treatment was 
Hint at the end of forty-eigln hours 
patient was in a pitiable condition of 
tremor. Combatted this -with drugs. 
He then commenced to recover very 
rapidly; his recuperative powers were 
Iirst class and he goi up in about ten 
days after witness .started [renting him.

Jy; but when he wan recovered it bc- 
icamc normal. He did not exhibit any 
sfyniptoniH of mental derangement.

Now York, Jan. 4. — Today's stock market 
Was much less subject Id the Influence of 
war news than ou Saturday. The feeling 
that some other event than an outbreak of 
vur between Russia and Japan might be 
overhanging. Tile market bad something 
to do with the sharp reaction from the early 
liulge. The recoveries of the ilrst hour 
were quite v'oleul In .some cases and wore

Was Not Learned 



Enquiry Held By Palice Magis- 
trate Yesterday Falls to 
Reveal Cause. 



Jury Returned Verdict That Evi- 
dence Did Not Show How 
fire Resulted. 



A jury composed of W. I". C. Pope, 
.M. iouii«, J. fctarnsUw, 11. G. LCosa an, I 
I. Noma, all having their business 
prrutiaea in the immediate vicinity of 
Hi.. Army ami Navy clothing store, sat 
before tlio police magistrate yesterday 
at the I'oliee court to eiuiuiro iuto the 
circumstances surrounding tlie recent 
lire at the Army and Navy clothing 
store, which were considered with sus- 
picion s-uUleieut tu have an enquiry. 
uUagistrnte Hail poiuted out to the jury 
Ihiu t'hey were lo eu.iiure into the 
cause or origin of the hre, whether it 
was caused ny ile&i&u or by reason of 
negligence or accident. 

ttetore any witness us were called the 
jury viewed the scene of the tire, the 
upper portion of the building being pilod 
lip witu charred goods, which had beeu 
moved at the request ol the' adjuster 
since the lire. The proprietors, jury- 
men, insurance men and lawyers uil.el 
many questions regarding the position of 
the stovepipe^ which passed through a 
skylight iud was carried to a brick 
Hue, regarding electric wires that had 
beeu placed in the building and the posi- 
tion of goods, etc. Then all returned 
to the Police court iui the taking of 
evidence proceeded with. 

Mr. (1. II. Barnard said he appeared 
for tho underwriters, and asked that 
all witnesses withdraw. Magistrate 
liall demurred. He said tins was not 
41 trial. Mr. Barnard aeid it to be in 
tin* interest of justice Hint w nesse-s 
.be excluded. Magistrate Hull said the 
.position was this. The witnesses were 
mot summoned, hut anyone who knew 
anything regarding tlm circumstances 
ivas to voluntarily give evidence. Frauk 
Idiggius said he appeared to watch the 
enquiry's procedure for Mr. Cohen, and 
die said he was willing Lo bring out 
all that could be learn-d regarding tin* 
tire. Mr. Barnard said hat, while not 
insinuating anything, lie wished to have 
all the evidence brought out, aud the 
liest way to secure the evidence inde- 
pendently, was to exclude witnesses 
trom the room. Finally (.Magistrate Hall 
eaid it would be better if those known 
to be witnesses were excluded. Mr. 
(Barnard asked that Messrs. Cohen, 
Smith. Austen and Simpson be exclud- 
ed. Mr. Higgins objected to Mr. Cohen 
being excluded, and Magistrate Hail 
sustained him. Mr. Cohen was allowed 
to remain. Then Mr. Higgins asked 
that Mr. K. M. Johnson and others be 
excluded. Certainly, said Mr. Johnson, 
,.n ! he at once left the room. Mr. Hig- 
gins said this was satisfactory, and the 
enquiry commenced. 

Geo. M. Perdue, detective, took the 
stand, lie said lie was standing in the 
doorway of the Victoria hotel. He no- 
ticed the fire at 11.25 p.m. in the Army 
and Navy, and broke in with others. 
The lire was blazing worst at the north 
side of the upper part. It had evidently 
been burning some time. There w as no 
smoke downstairs. He remained out- 
side to assist in the police work out- 
side. 

Duncan Grieve, carpenter at the 
naval yard at Esquimau, was near the 
store when the fire started. He broke 
in the door. Ho said the fire seemed 
to gain headway rapidly. It seemed 
(fiercest in the "amidships" part of the 
building at the top. He gave the alarm. 
Tlie chemical arrived in about two min- 
utes' time.

the city nt Lite time of the hre. lle- 
gardiiig the situation o£ stock insured 
in the upper part of the building, he 
said household furniture, insured for 
$2,000, and the general slock not Used 
in winter, which was covered with the 
general slock. There were some gunds 
there not insured: he could not say 
what they were. They and the house- 
hold goods belonged to a sister. Ho 
had been visiting a brother in Oregon 
and intended going to San Francisco 
when called from Oregon ou account of 
the tire. He first heard of the fire on 
December olst .when he was at Pendle- 
ton, Oregon. He was advised by Mr. 
Denz, and came home at once. The 
goods upstairs consisted of flannel suits, 
children's clothing, men's lightweight 
coats, alpacas, sateens, etc.. Panama 
and straw hats, fancy caps-goods that 
were not sold during the winter, lie 
valued the goods roughly as not over 
$000 or $700 worth of stock or mer- 
chandise upstairs. It would not come 
to $1,000. Practically nil Hie stock was 
on the ground. He had finished taking 
siock aloud December He returned 

on January 1st, and found the adjuster 
there. ( binds upstairs had been moved 
at his orders. He had only token n 
casual -lane at the place. He estimat- 
ed his ' general stock nt $18,000. The 
siock sheets showed flint, and new 

goods had ( le in from the East valued 

at from $-UM) M $.">00. He had $17,500 
insurance on the stock and $500 on the 
fixtures. He weul into business in 
August, 1002. He had a stock of $10,- 
IM)0 then. The stock was at its lowest 
ebb when he took stock. There was 
over $8,000 worth of goods on the way. 

Mr. r.aniard asked if it was usual 
to have the stock lowest at the height 
of the Christmas trade. Witness re- 
plied aulrmatively. When ho returned 
he found his clerks at the store. He 
had no special conversation with them 
regarding the lire. He bad made en- 
quiries. Austen, as head man, was .seen 
iirst. He spoke with him regarding 
the fire, and Austen said he had no 
idea regarding how the fire originated. 
Simpson aud Smith reported having 
been there to 11.15 on the night of the 
file. Austen had gone home at '.) p.m., 
and he reported that he had put wood 
in the stove before he left, enough to 
keep it going until morning. It was 
not a usual thing to leave a lire all 
night, Ho thought this careless. He 
had not passed any strictures about this 
or found any fault. "It was no use 
crying over spilt milk." He had not 
snid anything special to Mr. Smith. He 
was much excited nt the condition of 
affairs nnd could not remember. Ho was 
too excited to make enquiries, He had 
asked Smith nbout it. and Smith had 
said he was very surprised to come down 
in the morning and find that the store 
had been burned, and had gone to Mr. 
Austen's house after learning of the 
tire. Smith had left the store the night 
of the lire at 11.15 p.m. None of the 
employees had the remotest idea how 
the tire occurred, but as Mr. Austen had I 

put w 1 in the stove they seemed to 

think ii had ■nine from there, although j 
it might have come from the electric 
wires. | 

Mr. Simpson had told him lie had 
left the -tore with Smith at 11.15. Simp- 
son carried the key. He look the Fort I 
street en i immediately after leaving the] 
-lore, and knew nothing about it until | 
he cairn- to the store next morning. 
Simpson had expressed an opinion it 
might have come from the stove after 
hearing that Austen had put wood on 
t h,. lire. lie (witness) could not say 
anything as to the origin of the lire. 

To jurymen he said the most pro- 
balde theory, ns it looked lo him, was 
thai it must have been caus- 
ed from the .-love. As the 

11 dug was not much burned it 

was not probable, although it might be 
possible, thai it had been caused fruni 
electric wires. They had had trolime 
from wires and workmen bad often 

i u culled to repair them. When 

they put iii an electrical display at the 
.fio nt of the si,, re it was found thai a 
wire 'which connected with an arc light, 
siypposed to be dead, had been alive. 
The stock had been placed along the. 
south wall from eat*l i" w.-i ; he could 
nol suv. though, a- tiie hoys had stored 
the goods. 11" con id not say whether 
there was stock un lor the stove pine. 

The shop had 1 n shut up and Smith 

and Simpson were on tin- upper floor 
ipaiuting sign*. Tliev told him they 
were working there. Both smoked. He 
could not -ay whether they were xinok- 
'iiijr then, probably they were. The fire 
broke .mi at ll:L'o, ten minutes after 

they left. 

Edward A. Austen was in the store 
until 9:15 p- m. on the night o'f the lire. 
Messrs. Smith and Simpson were in 
the upper part of Hie store painting 
signs when he left. At 7:15 he put 
wood in i he stove a ml closed i In- ilninp- 
. ■ s. lie put in "Mm e large chunks." 
Tie had first heard of the lire when 
lis til i t li came ami told him al 7:8ft 
o'clock next morning. II" could not say 
•how much stuck was upstuirs. There 
was a reserve stock of summer goods, 
but he could nol .-ay what it consisted 
of. He had gone upstairs often, some- 
times twice a day. 'He -aid the stock 
lined along the brick wall on the south 
side. H.< rould only remember three 
or four cases there, slimmer goods, 
probably: mostly hats, but he had never 
looked into the eases. There were loose 
hats on top Of the cases, mostly straw 
and cuivas lints. He was not aware nl 
any Panama huts there. He had not 
noticed any pasteboard boxes n li ere. He 
hnd never built a fire to last all night. 
He had made thai one to last .until ho 
left. Tie bad nol told Mr. Cohen he built 
Hint lire to last all night. If Mr. Cohen 
bail said so, it was probably incorrect. 
IHe had no conversation of importance 
when Mr. Cohen came back. Cohen 
had said. "What's' this?" Witness re- 
plied, "Well, you can see for yourself." 
He had not questioned witness as to 
the cause uf I he lire, as far as he could 
remember. When .Smith came and told 
him of the lire at his house, Smith had 
said nothing nl' the lire. He had asked 
witness if he had 1 u to town. Wit- 
ness replied negatively, and got into a 
back with Sniilli ami drove to the 
store. Smith had said nothing of the 
lire on the trip to the store. When 
i he hack stopped witness saw the awn- 
ing down ami knew something bail oc- 
curred. Smith and Simpson had said 
that everything was all righl when they 

left. On' the nlghl of the fire witnesH 
went to the Queen's hotel and weul 
homo at 10:30 ,p. m. and remained there 
until next morning. The wood he had 
pill on ih,. fire would last until morn- 
ing. He niighl have mentioned this 
to Mr. Cohen. Pressed as to his con- 
versation with .Mr. Cohen Try Mr. Bar- 
nard he said he could not recollect what 
had been said. He had spoken to Mr. 



Cohen about the lire, hut could not 
remember what he hud said; there v> 
not much to say. , , , , 

Asked by jurymen as to whether ln> 
■hnd any theory its to the fire, he sa.u 
'the only thing he could think of was a 
defective dlue. To Mr. Barnard he said 
Hie had come to the conclusion that the 
Hire had caught from where the pipe 
entered the Hue, .from the charred wood- 
'work in that vicinity seen by him next 
■.morning. The wood here was n<>t 
[burnt more than blackened rafters else- 
where. It was his opinion, though that 
tho tire originated (from where tbfl 
Stovepipe entered the chimney. If there 
had been lire there when Smith and 
ISimpson left, they ought to bare been 
able to discover it. Whan Smith eamo 
'for him with the hack next morning he 
had nsllted him a dozen times about tho 
fire, but could get nothing out of him. 
Smith thought witness knew about it, 
and kept on laughing and "joshing" dur- 
ing the trip in the hack, thinking wit- 
ness knew about ID Smith had u repu- 
tation as a "josher". 

James Simpson, salesman and cash- 
ier, said ho had tho only key to the 
store, and had been in the store OU the 
night of the lire-. He and Frank Smith 
were painting signs; upstairs in the real 
Ipurt. They had not gone into the front 
ipart. He boarded the Willows car nt 
(tl:30 p. nt. lie did not hear the 4ire- 
ihells ring. Prank Smith was smoking 
cigars as ho worked. Where they 
'Worked rubbers were stored, and there 
was an old show ca.se. The place had 
-been cleared to make frames of wood 
for the show windows. There was a 
lot of rubbish there. They had two 
long tabbs cleared on which they were 
working. He knew Smith wins smoking 
because -- saw him lay down his cigar 
to take a drink of lemonade he had 
made. Ho knew of two cigars Smith 
nan Kiuonod. Saw him light one. Smith 

threw the matches on the 11 \ which 

■was wet. Smith was upstairs two or 
throe minutes, not as lung us live min- 
utes, after he left. He went to wash 
[his hands With turpentine to get the 
[paint off. Then he went back and 
tSuiitli came down « few minutes after- 
u ai ii.

It 
was close by. Smith had poured some 
mil mi i" I'.s h inds and he w-iu down- 
stairs and wiped his hands. Smith was 
'lyvs tairs. Witness had no conversation 
with Cohen on his return. Ho was too 
busy. Cohen had .-aid nothing i< him 
about the lire, but had enquired about 
the painting of the signs. He compli- 
mented witness on the manner a tsigti 
was painted. He and Smith bad come 
to the conclusion that a spark from the 
stovepipe bad caused the lire, but lie 
had no menus of kuowiug. 
. Prank V, Smith said he had been 
'working .at the Army and .Navy store 
for a year and live mouths. He and 
/Simpson were painting signs on the 
night of the tire. They were using tur- 
pentine. Ho was smoking. In the part 
of tlie store where the stovepipe came 
up through the skylight summer goods 
were stored along the ^uitli 'wall.

He was drinking lemon- 
ade as he painted, having bought toe 
'u nions a in I made it en rlier in i he even- 
ing. There was no stick in the .einon- 
iido. When Simpson left work al the 
signs, wit nes.- poured some turpentine 
mi bis hand- and when he went mff to 
wash hi- hand-. witness wiped Ins 
'bri-he-. He could not remember if lu- 
wa- smoking then. He might have 
been. After leaving the -lore he. wenl 
home. Mr. I^nz notified Mr. Cohen 
of the lire. When Chen returned he 
asked witness what had happened; if he 
i ..I any idea how the tire occurred. 
'Witness said lie had no idea. Cohen 
made no inquiries regarding 'what they 
had been lining. He did not notice the 
stove when he left and could not say 
whether there was a big lire. It w : i< 
not customary to build a lire which 
would last until morning. The .furni- 
ture upstairs belonged partly to Mr, 
■Cohen and .partly .! , Mr [,enz. There 
wa- - excelsior lying iilioill Up- 
stairs that had 1 a thrown there from 

'the packing of Ihe furniture and lamps. 
He had thrown down his matches after 
using them. 

Hire Chief T. Wa'tson said that at 
about 11:30 p. in. lie was notified by a 
'man posted at the door of the Assembly 
hail thai the lire alarm wa- ringing 
lor a tire ;il Dixi linss' store. He hur- 
ried by ear and buggv lo Ihe building 
'ami found quite a hhuo, He nrden 1 
a ladder which was put in through 
•tho skylight, and this bidder knocked 
'ihe stovepipe down. Th. v look hose up 
through the skylight and rough I the 
lire from that place. Subsequently got 
a stream in from tho engine, [t was 
'about an hour before the lire was UII- 
'der "control. Ho investigated the (prem- 
ises afterward-, but could find nothing 
to show why it was caused. He would 
'not think it bad been caused from the 
stovepipe. Detective Perdue telephoned 
'from Victoria hotel and an alarm had 
'been sent in from box 24 at the same 
'lime, which tangled up the alnrm. lie 
did not see turpentine, and iliilm'l think 
there was any lire in the stove. There 
was no heat in the stove. lie put his 
hand on it. He believed the fire had 
'started somewhere near the skylight. 
Tho lire was iliorce.st between the ceil- 
ing and room. There was quite a 
Iraught coming up through Ihe skylight, 
'through which tho firemen worked. The 
Iflre must bave boon burning fifteen or 
'twenty minutes from the time he nr- 
rived (about two and one-half minutes
